STRANGE PRACTICES. 


MANNERS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Is it I fact that American children arc 


the'wonl mannered in, the civilized rorld? 
The N»w Tork Evening Post asserts that 
they are, and it thinks there is urgent ne- 
cessity for seeking reform in this direction 
through the medium ot the public schools. 
That journal remarks that while there it a 
load demand for other kinds of training 
than literary training, there is a branch of 
ethics which eonld be taught in erery 
school and which ought to be taught in 
every school, bat is neglected, to the great 
national detriment, and that is what )3 
callec) "manners." By this is not eimply 
meant politeness, though of course this is 
an essential element, but that course of 
instruction which teaches tbut suavity ol 
manner is not a confession of social or 
other inferiority, aud that in ordtr to pre- 
•eve self-respect and maintain the idea of 
republican equality <t is not necessary to 
be surly aud indifferent, "alter the man- 
utr oi hotel clerks or expressmen, end too 
often salesmen and salesludies in our 
stores." 


In tho opinion of our contemporary one 


of the great uses of scho Is is 10 fortify tbe 
children of the Stute agsiust whatever is 
evil oi deteriorating io tbe political or eco- 
nomical condition of theirlivts. Anu-r>ean 
schools should fortify American boys and 
girls against the bad influence, either ou 
mind or manners, of the passion for equal- 
ity pushed to extremes, and the still more 
oorrnptiu* passion for notoriety fostered by 
th* newspapers. They should cultivate in 
tbe cbildren a repugnance for all those 
practice* which are the evidences of a low 
civilization and a vulgar social tone. They 
should teach that cot ooly art, the grosser 
vulgarities which are comprehended in ill 
manners to ba avoided, but all those minor 
practices that are offensive to cultivated 
people aud intolerable in a well-ordered so- 
cial state. 
Wuut these are every qualified 


teacher oajht to know, acd whilo tbe duty 
of instilling this sort of instruction need 
occupy vei; little time, nor is it necessary 
that it should become a regular und formal 
feature of each day's task, it is one in 
which every teacher should find both pleas- 
ure and profit, derived from the satisfac 
tion in witnessing the growth among pupil* 
of that genuine self-respect wLicb alwayb 
has regard for what is due to others. 


This view does not involve the idea that 


it is the business of the schools to cultivate 
ladies and gentlemen, though there coula 
hardly be objection to their doing this, but 
simply that they shall impress upon the 
yontbful minds the importance and value 
of maintaining at all times a line of con- 
duct and deportment which will at once in- 
crease their 
self-respect and cornineud 


them to the respect of others. It is asevore 
thing to say of American cbildren that they 
.are the worst mannered in the civilized 
world, but it may not be withont warrant. 
Unquestionably they can be improved upon 
io respect of their manners, aud whatever 
•id the teachers in the public schools ot 
the land can gire toward bringing about 
the desired improvement they should feel 
it a grateful doty to extend. 
Doubtless 


very many of -them are actively improving 
their opportunity in this direction. 


The fire loss of the United States and

MEDICINE MEN AMONG THE INDIANS 


OF PARA, BRAZIL. 


Working Under the Influence of Invlsl* 


ble Heaier»— How » Medicine Man • 


Operates—The Various Prescrip- 


tion!—Other Ceremonies. 


[Harper's Bazar.] 


In Helen del gran Para, among the most 


ignorant of the natives, there are medicine 
men and women who frequently make Very 
successful cures by mysterious means, MY* 
ing patients that have been pronounced in- 
curable by other physicians, and such case] 
become widely known. 
These medicine 


men say they work by order of spirits of the 
fire and spirits from the bottom of the deep; 
those who claim the help of the fire spirit) 
are said to cure best Each of these peculiar 
doctors is supposed to be influenced by a 
tribe of unseen beings subordinate to a 
roparior, who takes charge of the* most 
difficult caw, 
and 
whose 
opinion is 


highly respected. The invisible healers are 
said to be ghosts of people who belonged to 
the most ignorant classes of humanity 
—black slaves, white roughs, savage In- 
dians, cruel pirates, etc., and each answers 
to some particular name. Besides his fixed 
number of assistant spacters, In whom the 
medicine man has unbounded confidence, 
others occasionally attend, if permitted by 
the chief ghost, that the man pretends to 
hear, see and touch when alone, and without 
which permission he dares not hold inter- 
course with inferior spirits. 


Tbe men say that they themselves know 


nothing of disease or medicince, but tbaf 
after a while they are not able to free them- 
selves from the authority of the invisibles who 
imposo upon thorn the 'mission of always 
curing, at least with only intervals of a few 
days, and if they do not comply, the master 
punishei them, eveu corporally; but, on the 
other hand, when they work faithfully (tad 
well, the master is complaisant, and takes 
particular cara to cure those dear to the 
medicine man. The more moral the doctor, 
the mcra certain the cure, they say; for 
those who have acquirel bad habits are in- 
fluenced by evil spirits that, far from bane- 
fiting, harm the patient. Upon such all 
look with horror, ana condemn them a* 
wizard". 


Tbo police of Para pursue these medicine 


men and women 
relentlessly, but the 


lower classes of society tacitly protect 
them, and will never point out the places 
where they hold their meetings. The medi- 
cine man appoints a certain day for pa- 
tients who desire to consult him, with their 
familias, and any who hava obtained per- 
mission to be present, go at night-fall—one 
or two at a time, not to attract attention— 
to some house in an unfrequented spot, 
where they may not be surprised by tho 
police 
or annoyed 
by parsons outside. 


About 9 o'clock the visitors, never 1988 than 
fifteen or twenty, must bo gathered at the 
place indicated. They are recommended to 
be very circumspect, to have much faith in 
all they see and bear, and to sing with each 
spirit certain verses that correspond to 
them. The doors are well closed and no 
one can go out till the meeting adjourns, 
except with the ma-tor's permission. Same- 
times they are closeted till early dawn. 


The medicine man first occupies himself 


for about an hour in slowly making -ten or 
twelve cigars, very thick and nine inches 
long, mixing with the tobacco a small 
quantity of pulverized incense, and wrap- 
ping it in very thin bark that they use in- 
stead of papsr. There are <Vo bottles ol 
firewater on hand for the libations of "the 
spirits," and a small hollow globe made ol 
wood with holes in it; inside arc stones to 
rattle. This primitive kind of sistrum it 
secured to a handle, and the medicine man 
uses it to call the master of the spirits; they 
say that he gave it to them for that purpose, 
as well as another instrument made of 
buzzard feathers. After various prepara- 
tions the doctor diminishes the light as 
much as possible without extinguishing it, 
lights one of the big cigars, concentrates his 
thoughts, and begins to smoke calmly. 
From time to tima he introduces the lighted 
end of the cigar in his mouth, and absorbs 
a quantity of smoko; he also takes ona ol 
the instruments mentioned, and sounds it 
rapidly close to his ears. With his mouth 
he fumigates bis arms and hands in the 
form of a cross, until, compelled by the rep- 
etition of those operations, he closes his eye; 
and seems to be in a somnambulistic state. 


Halt tottering, he rises and • passes his 


hands several times over his forehead, then, 
with his arms uplifted, goes to the nearest 
wall, and strikes it hard with the palms of 
his hands, and recedes a few steps, always 
unsteady, repeating the operation two or 
three times. At last, able to stand firm, he 
turns toward the company, and says, "Good- 
evening." 
His movemants ere free; his 


features, language, way of walking, all his 
actions, polite or rudo, take the character of 
the individual supposed to possess him. 
Those'present never address the doctor by 
bis name, but that of the one raid to con- 
trol him, and by his manners and language 
known to some among them. They answer 
bis greeting with amiability, and try to 
please him by all the means in their power, 
offering him rum or some good thing they 
have prepared for him, beg him to sing, and 
if be dues, join in with him, and respond to 
the toasts he deigns to drink to some of those 
pr sent. Afterward by invitation or.volun- 
tarily, he attentively examines the patients, 
gently touching the affected part*, and ask- 
ing question* concerning the malady. He 
fumigates the scat of the disease, makes 
passes over the individual with one. of the 
small musical in itrum^nta, and lastly pre- 
scribe-'. 
When he has finished attending to patients 


he takes more fire-water and says good'-bye, 
then goes to the wall as before, strikes it 
with his open palms, and seems greatly 
exhausted. 
After 
a few minutes' rest 


he 
again 
approaches the wall as al- 
ready described, and soon is said to be un- 
der control of another, who, with very little 
difference, repeats what the first did; thus 
one succeeds another throughout the night. 
Some only attend to two or three patients, 
others to many, and the mafter to the most 
serious case 3. They sometimes approve the 
prescriptions -of tho=e who have preceded 
them, but may prescribe other remedies; 
then the master deckles which shall be used. 
The medicaments ordered are herbs, barks, 
roots, and, in a few cases, purgatives from 
the drugstore, to be used exactly as di- 
rected.^ When, bleeding—in tba.arm* or feet 
—W prescribed, the doctor undertakes to 
bleed them at once, or at the naxt meeting, 
or in the home of the patient, niing a piece 
of elass tied to a small >£tek. * 
Nearly all the medicine men and women 


work completely naked above the waist 
Some prepare for work in complete dark- 
ness, requesting those present to Hi;htup the 
room as soon as they are influenced by the 
first spirit. Others keep the room in obscur- 
ity during the first part of the night and 
light the other half. 


It is a remarkable fact that in Yucatan, 
also, the Indians hide themselves at night, 
and perform ceremonies similar to those 
that take place in Brazil.

Passengers in a hurry are not allowed to 


walk ahead ef the train, as it causes the en- 
gineer unnecessary alarm. 


In the evtnt cf a smash-up passengers 


are required to get oat from among the 
rnios as soon ss possible. 


Persons killed will be furnished with'a 


respectable burial by an sgent appointed 
for that purpose. 


Passengers mast not complain if their 


car, in the hairy of business, is sometimes 
It It on a side truck for a day or two, or is 
coupled between two hog or cattle cars in 
hot weather, as live stock must not be de- 
layed at inch times undsr any circam- 
stances.

His inability to re- 
tain employment and his unhappy married 
life undoubtedly led him to commit the 
rash act which resulted iatally. He leaves 


wife, mother, two brothers and two or 


three sisters, all of whom reside in Silver 
City except his wife and married sister, 


Mrs. S. \VilliamB, who reside in Virginia, 
and his brother, Chris, who, as stated be 
fore, is learning tbe printing trade in Reno. 
Of the shooting the Enterprise of yester- 
day says: 


'Last evening, at about 7.30 o'clock, 


Joseph Powniug ended his life in hia room 
at the Singleton lodging-house, Sooth C 
street, by tending a bullet into his brain. 
Tha sound of a pistol ehot was beard by i 
Mrs Doyle, who is employed at tbe lodg- j 
JDg-honso. 
She 
informed Andy Young, i 


who keeps a s-iloon on tha first floor, o' j 
what she had board. Mr. Young went np 
stairs among the lodging rooms and began 
a search. Finding ths door of Pownmg'a 
room closed and locked, be kicked it in. 


Oa entering Mr. Young found Powning 


stretched upon bis bed bleeding and writh- 
ing with a bullet bolo in bis right temple. 
A doctor was at once summoned but saw 
at a glancs that the case was hopeless. 
The wounded man died in about twenty 
minutes ifter firing the fatal shot. 


The pistol used was a six-chambered 


hammerless revolver. The ball r.wged up- 
ward, and lodged back of the right ear.

His 


father died a few years ago, but he leaves 
a mother snd brother who live in Silver 
City, Lyon county. 


Deceased bad been at work fur a short 


lime it tho Bolcher mine, bat quit Ibero 
four days ago, 


Formerly be and bis wife— to whom he 


was married about a year ago — lived at 
Lonkey'a lodging house, on the Divide, 
and 
while there auo left 
him, and 


was given employment in the restau- 
rant of Mrs. Jepson, South C street. This 
was about the 6th of last month. 


This preyed upon the young man's mind, 


and it would seem that he tried to straight 
en np and do something to will his wife 
hack. It was piobably for this reason that 
be went to work in the Belcher, but he did 
net bold out long. Ha took the room in 
the Singetou House (\u which he died) 
some days ago, for one week, paying the 
rent in advance. It is said that he yestei- 
day ssnt a letter to his wife, the contentR 
of which are unknown. Tbe letter seems 
to have continued nothing alarming, us 
she said nothing about it after having read 
it.

In Summer thou- 
sands of cattle have starved to death vir 
tnally, and if th?y will die in tbe Summer 
what are vroio Aspect Ibis Winter? 


"Thousands of he»d have be»n driven 


this Summer into Idaho, Ortgnh, Monta.ua 
and the Snake river country, oatllemen 
from Winnemncca east preferring to risk 
tha northern Winter than to let their cattle 
remam. Others bave driven their herds 
into Southern Nevada for the rmlJ Winter, 
counting on a severe Winter up north to 
bring, out plenty of pasturage in tbe 
Spring. 
•Tor a Nevada eattlataan to-day to stay 


still is dangerous tcr the berds. If the 
coming Winter is severe tho cattle will die 
of cold; if it is open they will die of star- 
vation in the Spring. 


"There has lately been quite a move- 


ment of sheep into the State. Many new 
flocks are to be found uU'over and there is 
tome talk of establishing a wool warehouse 
m Reno. I can't say that that project has 
materialized yet. The cattle business on 
a great se&le j» doomed anyway, and the 
people are beginning tQ look io fc^eep end 
to agriculture through irrigation aa a means 
of support.
